music sheets into the boiler.” 
Missing Since Saturday

Miss Zwicker had been missing 
since she went to the church last 
Saturday morning to practice piano.

sifted ashes under the boiler grates 
and found the remains. The young 
woman’s father identified the re­ 
line ins through dental work. 
Inspector Crass and Prosecutor 
Alva Russell expressed belief Lukens

Russell* aid bf would bring a mur­ 
der charge against the janitor, held 
tentatively as a suspicious person. 
Cross quoted the janitor as say- 
i ing he burned the body for fear he 
would be incriminated in the death.

Zwicker, told detectives that the 
man twice had helped him search 
last Saturday 
night 
through the 
many rooms of the church. 
The father had found the young 
woman’s car near the church, and 
feared 
for his daughter’s safety. 
The young woman had bern sought 
since Easter as a possible amnesia 
i victim.

GOERING PRAISES 
NAZI CHIEFTAIN 


Hiller, 52 tomorrow, Called 
Defender of German 
Honor, Liberty 


BERLIN. April 19 — Reichmarshal 
Hermann Wilhelm Goerlng hailed 
Adolf Hitler today as “defender of 
German honor and liberty, guaran­ 
tor of the German future” in a 
message to the nation on the eve of 
the fuehrer’s 52nd birthday, which 
he will celebrate tomorrow at mili­ 
tary headquarters in the field. 
The German people have a finn 
belief in the victory of the fuehrer’s 
German reich, and the hearts of all 
Germans, said 
Goermg, 
“in 
Eu­ 
rope^ north, south, east ariel west 
and beyond the seas” beat in love 
and gratitude. 
Press Chief Dr. Otto Dietrich, one 
of the Fuehrer’s intimates, disclosad 
for the first time since the begin­ 
ning of the Balkan campaigns that 
Hitler was in the field, but did not 
of course, say exactly where. 
(The presumption 
was 
that 
he 
was somewhere in the Balkans, the 
only active land front in Europe.) 
Hitler was said to be in “vigorous 
health.” 
He recalled that Hitler spent his 
last birthday in Berlin just atter 
the “victory in Norway, occupied 
with bold and strategic planning as 
he stood on the threshold of the 
crushing campaign in the west.”

Belgium. Holland, 
France. Luxem­ 
bourg and now 
Yugoslavia have 
fallen to the armies of the man who 
spent his 26th, 276h. 28th and 29th 
birthdays as a private and corporal 
in Germany's World war army. 
Hitler issued a proclamation to­ 
day appealing for contributions to 
the German Red Cross and declar­ 
ing that a year of tremendous bat­ 
tle confronts the nation.

LARISA CAPTURED. 
GERMANY CLAIMS 


But Athens Asserts Nazis 
Have Failed To Crack 
Defense Line

The German high command to­ 
day claimed the capture of Larisa, 
40 miles south of Mount Olympus, 
and said the swastika had been 
raised on the mountain itself. 
But 
British 
army 
headquarters 
in Athens asserted the heavy Nazi 
attacks had failed to penetrate the 
British-Greek line at any point. 
Greece had a cabinet crisis on 
its handR/as a result of the unex­ 
pected death of Premier Alexandros 
Korizis, 
successor 
to 
Gen. 
John 
Metaxas, who died Jan 29, There 
were reports that King George II 
planned the formation of a m ili­ 
tary government and it was under­ 
stood the monarch himself had as­ 
sumed wartime control as head of 
the council of ministers. 
Informed sources said the king 
earlier had asked Kostas Kotzlas, 
former military governor of Athens. 
to form a cabinet but that he had 
failed to do so. 
Germans Optimistic 
German 
political circles m ean­ 
while indicated that Adolf Hitler’s 
52nd birthday anniversary tomor­ 
row may be marked by a G reek- 
Axis 
armistice. 
This 
belief 
was 
based on the German claims of a 
break through the Greek mountain 
passes 
The British threat to bomb Rome 
in case Athens or Cairo were a t­ 
tacked from the air was angrily 
rejected. 
Officials said 
Germany 
had no intention of bombing either 
city. 
There was still a feeling of m ys­ 
tery about the movements of Franz 
von 
Papen, 
Nazi 
ambassador 
to 
Turkey. 
Reports from Rome said 
the Greeks had used him as an 
intermediary for an armistice re­ 
quest, but this could not be con­ 
firmed in Berlin. 
* 
Political observers in Berlin were 
also of the opinion that Turkey 
may now be counted In the Axis 
column and that the country will 
go beyond benevolent neutrality. 
The German high command said 
Nazi forces had sunk 19,OOO tons 
of .shipping around Britain in a 
fpw hours.

wireless, 
heard In New York, said Bulgarian 
troops last. night began streaming 
into western Thrace aud Macedonia 
and the Morava area of eastern 
Serbia.
